On the eve of

Johnson 
passed away 
quietly in his sleep. Nkosi was only 
12 years old, but in his own modestly 
defiant fashion, he was a giant among 
us. Infected since birth with HIV, he 
became South Africa’s leading 
advocate for people living with AIDS. 
He gave a kind, human face to 4.7 
million of his compatriots who are 
HIV positive. He was, in the words of 
former president Nelson Mandela, “a 
very courageous young man... a 
wonderful advocate [who reached] 
many people beyond South Africa.” 


Nkosi and his peers have given me 
hope that we can prevail against this 
terrible scourge. Over the course of 
my recent travels in Africa, I was 
fortunate to meet many remarkable 
men and women who are working 
tirelessly to stem the tide of new 
infections. And to care for those who 
are already sick and to press the global 
community to act swiftly and 
proportionately in the face of the 


greatest health crisis of the modern 
age. 


Over the pasttwo decades, 58 million 
people worldwide have been infected 
with HIV, and 22 million have died 
of AIDS. Today, 36 million people 
are HIV-positive, over two-thirds of 
whom live in Africa. But the disease 
is spreading quickly in other regions 
of the developing world, particularly 
in the former Soviet states, the 
Caribbean and parts of Eastand South 
Asia. By 2005, an estimated 100 
million people will be infected. 


Beyond the heartbreaking loss of life, 
the United States has real and profound 
interests in reversing this trend, because 
the health of our economy relies on the 
sustained vitality of foreign markets, 
many of which are threatened by the 
AIDS pandemic. AIDS is also a political 
virus. The disease strikes at vital human 
resources. It decimates the ranks of civic, 
entrepreneurial and military leadership. 
Moreover, widespread suffering and 
impoverishment are sure prescriptions 
for civil unrest. This is why both the U.S. 
government and the U.N. Security 
Council have identified AIDS as a 
security threat. 


In light of all this, we must confront the 
AIDS epidemic as we would any other 
life-and-death struggle: with 
overwhelming determination. 


Around the world, local organizations 
have proven that with strong leadership, 
popular commitment and proportionate 
resources, they can slow or even reverse 
the rate of new infection and provide 
life-prolonging treatment for the sick. 
Uganda, once the center of Africa’s AIDS 
epidemic, has seen its infection rate drop 
by more than half through an unremitting 
and vigilant public awareness campaign. 
The same is true of other developing 
areas — from the Indian state of Tamil 
Nadu to Senegal and, particularly, to 
Brazil — where ordinary citizens and 
their governments are working together, 
with great success, to stop HIV in its 
tracks.

1993 — We had grown sick and tired of 
being told that we were a nothing city by

The Capital City would 
speak through its own independent news 
media and help take the chains off of our 
community. We obtained permission to 
print new information about AIDS from 
the Vice-President of the United States. 
We were told by the government of 
Canada 
that we 
limes .10 could not 
print it.

1994 — Our 
distribution

Volunteers spent a lot of time getting 
the packages ready to send out all over 
the country.

before personalities. This in itself made 
us very different from other media 
sources where individuals become 
“experts” and would heap praise upon 
themselves. The community came first 
and not the individual or in the words 
of Brad Fraser “Being Gay isa fabulous 
Gift”

called the No Name Fundraiser. It was 
the first time that one event was 
sponsored by every club along with the 
support of many community groups 
and numerous other businesses. The 
politics of Alberta was going through 
another radical change with the Vriend 
case in full fury. Our Internet Website 
was now reaching new heights with 
almost 500 people per month. Wow!! 
Whenever possible we did whatever 
needed to include everyone from our 
youth to our seniors in Times .10. By 
now there were over fifty people 
volunteering their time and we were 
producing ten issues per year. 


1997—During this year we took another 
turn and took a course in sensitivity 
with the guidance and nurturing of one 
wonderful lady by the name Maureen 
Irwin. Sheryl, Maureen’s lover, 
introduced us to a new word, 
“heterosexist”. Maureen was sitting 


next to her computer with Sheryl 
shouting new wordsat us all afternoon. 
New thoughts were transplanted such 
as; “And if you don’t like what I have 


to say, well, Iam me, I am different, | 


and I am okay.” Material was 
beginning to build up on our Website 
and Microsoft placed us in the top 
ten gay news resource Websites. We 
quickly moved up to thousands of 
people a month visiting and reading 
the material printed in Times .10. 


1998 — This was one of our more 
memorable years, as we became five 
years old. Articles were now coming 


in from all over Canada and around 
the world. Our commitment to 
building a community had spread 
outside the Capital City and we kept 
promoting our groups so they could 
grow. It was one of those things that 
we learned from Maureen about 
people needing to know that they 
were not alone. We asked Wade Neff 
to come to Edmonton and help us 
with the No Name Fundraiser in 
October of ’98. He was a hit and his 
personality rubbed off on a lot of 
people. 


1999 — The moon did not spin out of 
earth orbit as forecasted by ascience 
fiction television program. However, 
Stockwell Day went out of orbit with 
Ralph Klein when the Supreme 
Court of Canada handed down the 
Vriend decision. It was almost 
realistic to think that gays in Alberta 


might one day be free. Times .10 
went through a transformation and 
the community organization grew to 
four pages of group listings. The 


demand for copies of our publication 
was growing faster than we could 
keep up. We even put our first radio 
station on the Internet simply called 
Times 10 Radio. We were told by the 
Conservative party in Alberta to stop 
sending copies of Times .10 to 
conservative MLAs because they 
were not interested in gay or lesbian 
issues. 


2000 — The lights did not go out and 
the computers were still humming on 


January 1 aside from all the 
mainstream media hype about the 


millennium bug. The only bug we 
had, Stockwell Day, was now leading 
the born again reform party. Witha 
lot of help from AOL who rated 
Times .10 as the number one gay 
news and resource Website on the 
Internet our readership was 
reaching almost one million people 
worldwide. By placing principles 
before personalities we found 
ourselves as the only real source of 
information on Mr. Day during the 
Federal election. Health news from 
HIV Edmonton and other sources 
within the publication was beginning 
to reach people. We hosted a world 
class, openly gay artist, Steve Walker 
to our city for Pride Week. We kept 
within a standard set by introducing 
both sides to the story instead of 
doing what mainstream media does 
by only giving the purchased point 
of view. 


2001—Time to let people know about 
all those long-term commitments in 
our community. Being a quitter is 
not within the vocabulary of many 
people within our community. There 
is no person that is so far above 
everyone that they are not 
accountable. Allowing the word 
“discrimination” creep into our lives 
does dishonour to everything we have 
gained over the years. It took many 
people a lot of time and effort to 
build what we have in the Capital 
City. As a community we can 
celebrate with the realization that 
community groups are what make 
us strong. It is time to celebrate the 
lives of those gone and those with us 
after twenty years of AIDS. A 
number of strange turns have taken 
place since 1993. We have reached 
one million people so far this year 
via our Website. It continues to 
contain a pictorial and written 
history of our on going community. 
Copies of Times .10 Magazine are 
now contained in almost twenty 
archives around the world. Being a 
volunteer allows one to meet some 
wonderful people.

The province’s recent 
announcement regarding 
school-funding underlines 
once again this government’s 
addiction to allowing the 
private sector to provide 
public sector services. As 
part of a million dollar 
injection of funding for 
Edmonton schools, the Klein 
government also indicated 
that it was considering 
building a junior-senior high 
school in Callingwood that 
would share space with a 
supermarket chain. For me, 
this is another example of 
the government’s abdicating 
of its public responsibility. 
There has been some talk 
that students will work for 
the chain as part of their work 
experience program. I am 
worried that the corporation 
will have access to free 
labour, with the concomitant 
increase in profit with no 
need to make a commitment 
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to hire Albertans at aliveable 
wage. 


This experiment in marrying 
private with public is of 
course nothing new for this 
government. The Klein 
conservatives have forced 
Universities to rely on 
corporations to fund 
programs. Indeed, if you go 
to the University of 

Calgary’s business 
department, you would be 
hard pressed to find a room 
without a corporate sponsor. 
While this may be good 
corporate citizenry, I believe 
this may result in graduating 
students who are not taught 
to think outside the box, but 
merely to reiterate the status 
quo. This doesn’t create 
innovative thinking. 


For some, however, the 
biggest example of this 
dubious marriage is the 
increased privatization of 
long-term care facilities. A 
quick look to our neighbours 
to the south shows us how 
private companies can 
increase profits by cutting 
corners on long term care. 
Of particular concern is care 
of patients with dementia 
who can be easily confined, 
medicated and then ignored 
for long periods. 


These are areas where the 
government is promoting 
partnerships by entering into 
contracts with corporations 
rather than doing its job. It 
doesn’t help Albertans find 
job security and get a decent 
wage. It doesn’t necessarily 
mean better service for those 
in need or a better education 
for our students. It’s just 
another way of providing 
fewer services to Albertans 
with the faint promise of 


lower taxes (and more user 
fees!). 


FYI: There are four areas 
that the provincial 
governmentis reviewing this 
summer. It’s looking at 
changes for all the Family 
Law Statutes, which includes 
the Intestate succession act, 
and a number of other laws, 
which would or could affect 
same sex couples. Also a 
review of the income benefit 
programs for AISH and SFI 
recipients; a review of the 
Police Act (looking to 
privatizing police services 
perhaps???) and finally the 
long awaited Gaming 
Review. Let my office know 
if you want to have some 
input into these reviews and 
we’ll assist you in getting 
heard.

I have seen these initiatives 
work. Like the volunteers I 
met at Hope Worldwide — a 
service organization in Soweto 
—mnillions of African citizens 
stand ready to do their part. 
Governments must do their 
part as well. Several weeks 
ago, at the urging of President 
Obasanjo of Nigeria, African 
leaders convened to launch a 
vigorous assault on AIDS. 
These developments are 
encouraging. But we can’t 
fight this war on a shoestring 
budget. 


Fortunately, we’re moving in 
the right direction. Monday, 


U.N. Secretary-General 
Kofi Annan will formally 
ask the United Nations and 
nongovernmental 
organizations tocommit $10 
billion annually to the war 
on AIDS. For mounting this 
bold and _ important 
initiative, he deserves our 
praise. Our support can 
make a difference. We can 
cut, them “death fate 
substantially just by 
furnishing simple medicines 
that stave off opportunistic 
diseases — for instance, 
tuberculosis, which 
accounts for 50 percent of 
AIDS-related deaths in 
Africa. Itis essential that the 
United States commit its 
share of the war chest — 
approximately 22 percent of 
the total, equivalent to about 
1 percent of the recently 
passed tax cut. To shirk this 


responsibility is to abdicate 
America’s timeless role as a 
beacon of hope and promise. 
Moreover, we can afford to 
devote these resources. The 
price of neglect will be far 
higher over the long run. 


With adequate funding and 
strong leadership, we can 
attack this disease 
comprehensively: by 
supporting prevention 
programs that drive down 
infection rates. By making 
pharmaceuticals, including 
medicines that block the 
transmission of HIV from 
mother to child, available at 
reduced costs; by developing 
asystem to teach people how 
to administer these drugs and 
monitoring their efforts; and 
finally, by sustaining the 
scientific quest for a vaccine 
and a cure.

In last months 
Times.10, Liz 
Massiah wrote an 
article entitled “The 
Issue of Leather 
and Sado- 
masochism”. In it, 
she explored her 
view of a disease 
called Sado- 
masochism and by 
inference involved 


“Our Community”. 
This article will deal with 
clarifications of our 
community, from our 
viewpoint as Leather/SM 
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elders. 


We ask, what personal 
experience have you had in 
Leather/SM genre? 


You mention in your article 
about power and control 
issues. What other way 
would be for the SM person 
to be? Your statement of 
power and control in a 
relationship has to be 
clarified; since, ,every 
relationship has a dominant 
and a submissive. But here 
is one thing to think about 
and that is some who are the 
submissive in the 
relationship have more 
control then the dominant. 
We feel that your 
comparison to Hitler and the 
Master race is in poor taste 
and dangerous in that it 
causes a stereotype to 
emerge that has little to do 
with the reality of our 
community. What you have 
inferred is that SM is abuse 
without ever using the word. 


What you have 
failedto mention 
even once is that 
in our play 
scenes we are 
talking about a 
limited time that 
is mutually 
agreed by both or 
all participants. 
We dostress that 
our play scenes 
are all safe, sane, and 
consensual. 


You state that you base your 
article on the FULL TERM 
of Sado-masochism and not 
the abbreviated terms of SM, 
Leather, Kink. If this was the 
case, why did you title your 
article Leather and Sado- 
masochism. Why are you 
using the example of Master/ 
slave that are terms used in 
the BDSM and D/s lifestyle 


as well as Leather? You are 
comparing our community to 
a mental disorder. We can 
assure you and the rest of 
Edmonton that nothing could 
be further from the truth. Our 
community is generally well 
educated, self aware, and 
respectful of others, whether 
they are involved in the scene 
or not. 


With your reference to basic 
training for the military and 
how men and women are 
treated, you are stretching 
things quite a bit when you 
relate them to Leather 
behaviour. In the military you 
make it or break it, which is 
considerably different from 
Leather play. In Leather 
scenes, the emphasis is for all 
participants to have fun. This 
can take many forms, which 
include military role-play as 
one of many possible 
scenarios. This alone makes it 
very different from military 
training. What makes it 
different is that it’s arole-play 


rather than a career. 


Our concept of military 
training is kill or be killed. It is 
an intense 24/7 choice for life 
that very few of us can 
reasonably expect to achieve 
and understand; however, we 
are grateful that there are those 
who can, for they are the ones 
who protect our country, 
rights, and freedoms. Since 
they have made the choice to 
serve and protect our country, 


should we not have the choice 
in how we play? 


The members of the military 
are traumatized when 
returning from a tour of duty. 
Wouldn’t you be if you knew 
at any second it was a kill or 
be killed situation? How 
would you feel knowing that 
you had to kill another human 
being? While this is a real life 
condition, it has no relevance 
to Leather, SM, Kink play. To 
reiterate the point, Leather 
Folk play by the three rules: 
Safe, Sane, and Consensual. 


With the Queer as Folk and 
your comment about 
“informed consent” not being 
present in the show should be 
totally directed to the 
producers of the show about 
failing to educate the general 
public about the scene they 
were watching, because this 
then reflects badly on those to 
take pride in their Leather 
identity. However, expecting 
a soap opera to represent 
reality is completely 
unrealistic. Queer as Folk is 
pure entertainment. Itisasoap 
opera for queers. It is similar 
to Dynasty and heterosexual 
behaviour. 


If we had as much 
sex as those boys do 
on Queer as Folk, 
we would think of 
ourselves as blessed. 
However, we don’t 
think we would be 
able to walk let 
alone hold a job. 


Finally, you are assuming that 
there was no negotiation prior 
to the scene in question. We, 
however, assumed that there 
was negotiation based on how 
we behave and respect those 


we are playing with in a 
scene. This shows that 
nothing should ever be 
assumed. 


to enlighten and educate those 
who have difficulty 


understanding the diversity of 
our complete community. We 


In conclusion, this discussion 
is far from over. People will 
always have differences of 
opinion and perception on 
this topic. We can only help 


just wanted to point out that 
Sado-masochism and_ the 
Leather, SM, Kink are worlds 
apart in how you presented it. 


Now that we have set the record 


straight, our first Mr. 
Edmonton Leather contest 
was a resounding success. 
Well over 200 Leather Folk 
attended the contest and all 
hada great time ifthe rumour 
mill is to be believed.

The 2001 edition of the Greater Edmonton Pride Pages will have a new look. The format will remain a 
digest but will be glossy, with more colour, maps and increased opportunity for more in depth 
information about the services available in Edmonton’s GLBT community. It will also be published twice 
a year if businesses show enough interest. This will enhance and increase usage of the directory by 
excluding outdated information and ensuring the earlier inclusion of new businesses and services. We 
apologize that the preparation of these details have taken longer than usual but our interest is to provide 
Edmonton with a quality publication that serves both the community and our advertisers well. 


The Greater Edmonton Pride Pages is a huge undertaking that takes close to 1000 hours from start to finish. Yet it 
has remained a volunteer commitment to Edmonton’s GLBT community. In this way we are able to keep 
advertising rates reasonable for the publication and are able to continue free distribution. The 2000 directory was 
well distributed in Edmonton through several venues all year long. It was available through the Public library and 
on-line thanks to Dennis Cambly and the Times .10 Website. It was distributed in 16 communities beyond Greater 
Edmonton from Ottawa to Vancouver. 3800 issues were distributed in the first four months after release and 
another 1000 over the course of the year. The balance was kept for use with potential advertisers as with years 
past. 


The 2001 issue will again see a minimum of 5000 printed. Distribution will begin throughout Greater Edmonton 
with the balance distributed to communities beyond over the following two months. Directories will be available for 
pick up to any business that want them from the ICARE office at 702A-10242-105 St. (448-1768) in Edmonton. As 
well, GLCCE will have a generous supply as always. The Public Library and City Hall will also have directories. 


There will be a couple of new features this year. The most significant feature will be the opportunity for community 
groups to purchase a Community Snapshot page for $100.00. This will allow community groups to provide readers 
with a “snapshot” of their organization for readers and to provide details of their services and meeting times at a 
reasonable cost. This information will be available in the community for a full year and provides exposure for a 
prolonged period of time with a one-time expenditure. This will be particularly useful to people who are new to 
Edmonton or new to the GLBT community and wanting to know what’s OUT there. Over the years | have heard 
many people who are just “out” or new tell me that the Pride Pages were there map to Edmonton’s community. 
More than a name address and phone number, the Community Snapshot will give community organizations a 
place to “toot their horn!” 


The other new feature is that the Directory will now be published twice a year if the response indicates interest. In 
order to facilitate this, we will offer a 30% discount on your ad or snapshot for the second issue that would be 
published in early January 2002. This discount will apply to all display ads and snapshot commitments. The price 
for line listing would remain the same. 


It is our hope that this year’s directory will be the best yet. We take PRIDE in providing our community with a 
quality directory that promotes our own businesses and services as well as those owned and operated by those 
who choose to serve us with honour and respect.

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Last issue we addressed our 
thoughts to sado-masochistic 
sexual practices. 
Interestingly, the same issue 
contained an article about 
consent in “Kink”. 
Co-—incidence? Only Dennis 
knows for sure. 


And now, as the saying goes, 
“for something completely 
different” ...a column based 
in part on a verse from the 
Old Testament in the Bible. 


Someone I have known for 
quite a while, and grown to 
respect deeply for his integrity 
and commitment, recently 
gave me a wee book called 
“The Prayer of Jabez” by 
Bruce Wilkinson. The 
philosophy of both the book 


and the prayer it examines 
is anchored in_ the 
pergousve liy tha tere 
fundamentalist Christian 
end of the = spiritual 
spectrum, and it’s my 
experience that that is nota 
place of comfort or safety 
for most of us who are non 
heterosexual, non male and 
so forth. But out of respect 
for the gift giver I read the 
book. 


While I remained unhappy, 
for the most part, about the 
suggestions in the book of 
giving oneself over to 
perpetuating and supporting 
financially what I see as a 
cult-like group that seems 
to exist solely for the 
betterment of the folks who

agree with its particular, and 
IMHO rather narrow world 
view, nevertheless I found 
the verse that the book is 
based on interesting: 


And Jabez called 
on the God of Israel saying, 
“ Oh, that You 
would bless me 
indeed, and 
enlarge my 
territory, and that 
Your hand would 
be with me, and 
that You would 
keep me from evil, 
that I may not 
cause pain!” 
So God granted 
him what he 
requested. l 
Chronicles 4:10. 


This piece of writing 
intrigues me for several 
reasons, some of which 
might seem relevant to this 
post Pride time of reflection. 


In the first place, it seems 
that what is being said here 
is that it is fine and indeed 
necessary to ask for what 
we need ... that knowing 
what is important to us, from 
the most lofty self- 
actualizing thoughts (hopes 
for total disarmament and 
world peace) to the most 
pragmatic needs (having 
enough money to pay the 
rent and eat well) is valid 
and worthy of being spoken 
about. It may be, in fact, 
that that is in fact the 
unwritten subtext for any

kind of prayer: it’s okay to 
ask. 


But to look at it a little 
deeper: honest requests for 
that which would fulfill our 
own needs and wants are 
extremely important to our 
emotional well being. 
Indeed, one of the hallmarks 
of health is knowing that 
we can make those requests, 
even if for some reason it is 
not possible for those needs 
to be met. We need to be 
able to “say the words out 
loud”, be it to God, to a 
partner (who might be 
physically and immediately 
able to fill those needs ) or 
be it to just put them out 
there so that they can float 
in the air, almost in order to 
make them visible to both 
speaker and listener. In 
other words, saying the 
words out loud makes 
things, and the possibility 
of achieving those things, a 
little more real, and the 
more real we can make our 
own needs, the more likely 
we are to see them fulfilled. 


On some levels, the phrase 
“enlarge my territory” 
brings to mind a sales 
territory, and evokes images 
of greed. On the other hand, 
italso makes me think about 
the possibility of having 
more choices, more real 
options in life, more 
possibilities for change. In 
other words “enlarge my 
field of vision” or “enlarge 
my range of acceptance or 
understanding or 
tolerance”. As a result, 
when we look at our lives 
with that sort of open-ness, 
we are, I think, more able to 
stay away “from evil” and 
not “cause pain”, of the 


physical, emotional and/or 
spiritual sort. In other 
words, the more open we 
are, the less likely we are to 
behave in aclosed, negative 
way. 


Finally, as we reflect on 
Pride Week and/or on 
Stonewall Day (June 27), it 
may be that on some level 
we might come to realize 
that what we strive for and 
celebrate is much the same 
as what Jabez called for in 
his prayer, which basically 
amounts to safety and 
freedom and right action. 
As such, | can’t help but 
wonder what Stockwell Day 
and his cronies would think 
of us using this piece of 
scripture to ponder on what 
it really means to march 
down Jasper Ave on a 
Saturday afternoon. Good 
heavens ... we all want fair 
choices, healthy safety and 
to do no evil, to ourselves or 
to others. We might not be 
so different after all. 


Interesting how in the end 
everything seems to 
intersect and how much of 
what we fuss over, fight 
over, demand and withhold 
is really just window 
dressing.

and doesn’t stick to its budget. This 
means it is spending more taxpayer 
dollars without reference to the 
performance indicators as set in the 
initial budget. 


The Government released its 2000/01 
Annual Report today. Revenue for the 
government was $7.1 billion or 37% 
higher than originally projected in 
Budget 2000/01. This increase was due, 
in large part, to realized natural resource 
revenue that was 162% above the Budget 
2000 forecast. 


Rather than sticking to its pre-determined 
Budget, the government decided to use 
this realized revenue to increase overall 
spending by $1.7 Billion. 


The current government likes to pretend 
that the increased spending is only ‘one- 
time spending’. However, I don’t think 
such a thing exists. One time spending 
just leads to greater costs down the road. 
New roads and buildings require 
maintenance and program funding can’t 
simply be turned on and off like tap 


water. Albertans need predictable long- 
term funding of infrastructure. 


While the government increased its 
unbudgeted spending for 2000/01, the 
performance measures continued to tell 
us little about how this money was spent 
or how it improved the system. 


Despite the increase in unbudgeted 
spending, the government continued to 
miss, or leave under construction, many 
of its performance measures and targets. 
The 8 performance measures and target 
failures during 2000/01 bring the total 
number missed over the past three years 
to 25. 


The following are examples of the 
government’s sub-standard performance: 


Health 

The percentage of Albertans who rate 
accessibility to health care services as 
difficult increased from 27% to 36% in 
2000.

Children Services 

Government targets for 
“Economic Status of 
Children” are still 
undeveloped after two years. 


Economic Development 

Government targets for 
business innovation are still 
undeveloped after three years. 


Cost of Government 

Per capita expenditures as a 
percentage of the nine other 
provinces was above the 
government’s target of 95%. 
Workplace Climate 
Person-days lost due to work 
stoppages not only increased 
from last year but also failed 
to meet the government’s 
target to be among the three 
lowest of all the provinces. 


Education 

For the second year in a row,

Social Needs 

Government targets for 
“Albertans unable to provide 
for their basic needs will 
receive help” are. still 
undeveloped after four years. 


Besides failing to fully meet 
these performance measures, 
many of the government’s 
targets don’t explain how 
money is being spent. There 
seems to be no relationship 
between the targets and the 
performance of the public 
sector. Sinking unbudgeted 
money back into the system 
without a plan means that 
expenditures are not being 
justified and performance 
measures are not being met. 
It’s clear that this government 
is not managing Albertans’ 
money wisely.

TG = Transgendered. An 
umbrella term used to 
describe the full spectrum 
of “gender-benders,” that 
includes transvestites and 
transsexuals.

gender but may or may not 
live full-time and does not 
want surgery. 


TV = Transvestite - TV’s 
can be straight, bi or gay, 
just expressing 
themselves, and having a 
good time going out to 
show everyone that there 
can be a different way of 
life, and of having fun.

Men 
Make a 
Difference 


All over the world, women 
find themselves at special 
risk of HIV infection 
because of their lack of 
power to determine where, 
when and how sex takes 
place. What is_ less 
recognized, however, is that 
the cultural beliefs and 
expectations that make this 
the case also heighten 
men’s own vulnerability. 
HIV infections and AIDS 
deaths in men outnumber 
those in women on every 
continent except sub- 
Saharan Africa. Young men 
are more at risk than older 
ones: about one in four 
people with HIV are a 
young man under the age of 
25. 


Part of the effort to curb the 
AIDS epidemic must 
include challenging 
harmful concepts of 
masculinity and changing 
many commonly-held 
attitudes and behaviours, 
including the way men view 
risk and how boys are 
socialized to become men. 
Broadly speaking, men are 
expected to be physically 
strong, emotionally robust, 
daring and virile. Some of 
these expectations translate 
into ways of thinking and 
behaving that endanger the 
health and well being of 
men and their sex partners. 
Other behaviours and 


attitudes, on the contrary, 
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represent valuable 
potential that can be tapped 
by AIDS programmes. 


Focusing the Campaign on 
men also acknowledges the 
fact that men are often less 
likely to seek health care 
than women. Except in a 
handful of countries, men 
have a_ lower life 
expectancy at birth and

higher death rates during 
adulthood than women. 
But boys who are brought 
up to believe that “real men 
don’t get sick” often see 
themselves as invulnerable 
to illness or risk. This is 
reflected in the under-use 
of health services by men. 
Greater attention must be 
given to the health needs 
of men, including those 
living with HIV and AIDS. 


There are sound reasons 
why men should become 
more fully involved in the 
fight against AIDS. All 
over the world, men tend 
to have more sex partners 
than women, including 
more extramarital partners, 
thereby increasing their 


own and their primary 
partners’ risk of 
contracting HIV. More 
men than women inject 
drugs and are therefore 
more likely to infect 
themselves and others 
through the use of 
unsterilized equipment. 
And many men who have 
sex with other men do not 
know how to protect 


themselves or their 
partners. Secrecy, stigma 
and shame surrounding 
HIV compound the effects 
ofall these risk behaviours. 
The stigma surrounding 
HIV may prevent many 
men and women from 
acknowledging that they 
have become infected. 


A number of special 
circumstances place men 
at particularly high risk of 
contracting HIV. Men, 
who migrate for work and 
live away from their 
families may pay for sex 
and use. substances, 
including alcohol, asa way 
to cope with the stress and 
loneliness of living far from 
home. Men in all-male 


environments such as the 
military may be strongly 
influenced by a culture that 
reinforces risk-taking 
including unsafe sex. And 
in someall-male institutions 
such as prisons, men who 
normally prefer women as 
sex partners may have 
unsafe sex with other men. 


At the same time, a balance 
needs to be struck 
between recognizing 
how men’s behaviour 
contributes to the 
epidemic and 
recognizing their 
potential to make a 
difference. As 
politicians, as front-line 
workers, as fathers, as 
sons, as brothers and 
friends, men have much 
to give. Men need to be 
encouraged to adopt 
positive behaviours, and 
to play a much greater 
part in caring for their 
partners and families. 
Studies worldwide show 
that men_ generally 
participate less than women 
in caring for their children. 


All this does not mean an 
end to prevention 
programmes forwomen and 
girls. Rather, the Campaign 
aims to complement such 
programmes. Work that 
enhances gender awareness 
and sensitivity should focus 
on the needs of both sexes. 
The Campaign is designed 
to provide material for 
national and _ local 
organizations to create their 
own campaign based on 
Men Makea Difference but 
responding to local 
priorities.
